Just  fyi,  you  may  be  hearing  about  the  big  mine  spill  in  Colorado.  Here  is  a map  which  shows 
the  area.  The  spill  happened  at  the  headwaters  of  the  Animas  River  (just  under  the  “C”  of 
Colorado.
